NoTwirHsTaNpDING the lateness of the 
sleighing season, great numbers of prospect- 
ing parties are pulling out every day for 
Peace river, over the snow by the Slave 
lake trail. Settlers whe live near the trail 
say that the parties are almost as numerous 
as they werea month ago. There is still 
good sleighing in the country, but it is 
rapidly going. 

Tue Landing trail is getting in bad shape 
for sleighing. Near town the snow is 
plentiful, but at the other end it is 
rapidly disappearing; the ‘big hill” is 
bare and other hills near the Landing are in 
the same condition. The Tawatanow is 
breaking up and overflowing at its mouth, 
where it empties into the Athabasca. 


Messrs. Waters and Douglas returned 
from the Landing last night. The Landing 
is cowa city of canyas and new lumber, 
There are fully 100 tents there and each 
tent, of an average, contains from three to 
four prospectors. Shacks are innumerable 
and eyerywhere, and at a low estimate 
there are fully 560 people waiting for navi- 
gation to open, and more arriving every 
day. 

Freep. Ross has sold the building owned 
by him and occupied by the Edmonton 
Hardware Co., opposite the Imperial Bank, 
to Messrs Matz & Miller, who will fit it up 
immediately as an hotel and apply for a 
license. They contemplate additions and 
extensions in order to make a more com- 
modious building. The stock of hardware 
with which the building is now filled, is 
being moved to Ross Bros store, and the 
warehouse which was situated near the 
upper store, has also been moved to the 
rear of their present buildings.

She is made a most welcome guest, 
in the home circle of Mr. F. C. Gaudet, 
agent of the Hudson Bay Company, and 
that of Mr. Edward Nagle. the fur trader 
here. Muss Isabella Gaudet, who presides 
with grace and dignity over her brother’s 
household, and who is a devout member of 
the Catholic church here, spares no effort to 
make Mrs. Craig’s daily life a season of 
pleasure. They take almost daily walks 
across the ice-bound waters and frequently 
indulge in the exhilarating and, to Mrs. 
Craig, most rare experience of a ride in the 
dog sleds. Mr. Nagle’s fine dog teams are 
also frequently placed at her service and 
Mrs. Nagie is delighted to extend to her 
every possible attention.

OBSERVATIONS, BY AN 
OBSERVER. 


Persons living in the west and 
-nowing little of the Yukon excite- 
ment, save What is expressed by the 
numbers hurrying Yukonwards, can 
have but a faint idea of the wide- 
spread commotion which the reports 
of fortunes found in the Klondike 
have excited in the east and the 
phenomenal westward movement of 
population which has been the result. 
Nothing so stirs the imagination as 
stories cf suecessful gold hunting, 
with enough adventures in them to 
give dramatic action, and the imagina- 
tion of the whole east has been  stir- 
red as it never was before by the 
witching tales of gold paved Yukon 
creeks and the many perilous ex- 
periences of those seeking them, which 
came almost daily from the west. 
Consequently a large portion of tke 
population is on the move westward 
in the hope of being in time to partici- 
pate in these good things. The re- 
duced fares which the Canadian 
Pacific railway offers to offset the 
underhand methods pursued by the 
American lines in securing western 
trafic, have given a Wonderful impetus 
io the movement, which promises to | 
ittain @normeus proportions, For 
some weeks past the C. P. R. has had 
from three to seven passenger trains 
daily west of Winnipeg, so great has 
een the traflic. Every regular pas- 
senger train leaving Montreal for 
some time past has been forced to run 
in two sections before lenving the 
Ottawa valley and these two sections 
have become three and four beyond 
Winnipeg Nothing like this rush 
has ever been known in Canada and 
they that remember it say that the 
movement to California in the early 
fifties did not begin ‘to equal this. 
There are no sigts of sbatement; cn 
the contrary there is every indication 
that the traffic wili increase in volume 
as this year advance. The great bulk 
of this travel is for the cvast. Nos 
inany prefer the Edmonton rcute, 
which is beginning to attract a great | 
deal of attention in Eastern Canada. | 
Strange to say the Peace river route 
to the Ynkon is heard more frequent- 
ly referred to in New England cities 
and in New York man in Ontario, 
but the scandalous bargain which 
Hon. Clifford Sifton tried to make 
with Messrs. Mann & Mackenze 
brought prominently before the people 
the question of routes and the Ed- 
monton route, for many good reasens, 
has began to attraet wide-spread at- 
tention. Especially is this soin Ontario, 
where proceedings in parliament in 
reference to the Teslin lake railway 
have been watched with keen interest, 
and that province will undoubtedly 

ntribute largely to travel in this 
direction this year. Coming up on 
the Pacific express two weeks ago 
several parties of men having tickets 

Vancouver, left the train at Cal- 
gary, having decided to try the Ed- 
mounton route, of which they had 
become informed on the way west and 
‘hese were not the first to come to the 
same decision. It is certain that if 
the advantages which this route offers 
over any of the coast routes now at- 
tracting attemtion were more widely 
known many hundreds who are con- 
templating the journey wouid decide 
to come this way ,rather that go by 
Vancouver. 

The boy statesman who has brought 
ridicule upon the department of the 
interior by attempting to hand over 
millions of acres of mining land to 
Mann & Mackenzie in return for a 
tramway which would cover but one 
hundred and fifty miles of the long 

urney to the Yukon, may now, 
when humbled by the failure of his 
scheme, be inclined to bestow some 
attention on the Edmonton and Peace 
river proposition, He was ehosen for 
the responsible »osition which he is 
supposed to fill because asa western 
man he would be better informed as 
to the needs of the west than an 
eastern man, but by neglecting to 
cpen up the Peace river region and 
by berding all his energies to helping 
along the interests of Messrs. Mann 
& Mackenzie at the public expense, 
he has committed a blunder which 
can only be atoned for by the celerity 
with which he takes hold of the really 
all-Canadian route to the Yukon by 
way of Edmonton and the Peace river 
districts. There is much work for 
the government here whick would 
benefit the whole country, opening up 
new lands and new channels of trade 
which would grow in importance 
yearly. Eastern Canada could have 
no competitor in the trade of this 


route as it has at the coast, where 
every city from San Francisco to 
Seattle will share in this traffic to the 
Yukon and will make every effort to 
wrest the trade from Canadian centres. 
The Peaes river country and beyond 
is not a bleak wilderness, but a fruit- 
ful land, with long stretches of pro- 
ductive soil awaiting the settler. It 
is a region known to berich in gold 
and other valuable minerals, in coal, 
petroleum, in timber, in everything 
sited to the wants of man; and be- 
hind it, the Yukon, where mining is 
but in its infaney and where there 
will be an ever-increasing market for 
‘he produce of this region. If the 
Vanadian Pacific or Messrs. Mann & 
Mackenzie turn their attention in this 
“irection they will find the peopie 
vith them and little opposition would 
°¢ met with to a parliamentary grant 
‘uticient to ensure the completion of 
‘se work. The people of Alberta 
Should agitate for this with all their

fluence to bear to secure this deserved 
recognition. The Teslin railway pro- 
ject has been put where it belongs 
among the rejected schemes of men, 
and the time is now ripe to secure a 
railway by the better route to the 
new goid fields. Properly placed before 
the mercaatile centres of the east, 
which would benefit enormously by the 
railway, the proposal must be widely 
approved of, and the press generally, 
grown strong in its Canadianism 
within the: past few years, will see 
something in the proposition which 
can be supported with confidence and 
with honor. 


There. is a matter which should be 
arranged in the meantime, and that 
is a daily train and mail service from 
Calgary. There is no good reason 
why travellers bound north should be 
delayed a couple of days at that place, 
and the traffic has grown so great 
thata tri-weekly service cannot meet it.

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MINING ON THE LIARD. 


An old time miner, M. C. Larson, 
who panned gold ¢n the Upper Liard 
in ’73 and ‘74, isin town on the way 
back to his old diggings, going this 
time by way of the Athabasca and 
Mackenzie route and up the Liard toa 
point about forty miles above Sylves- 
ter’s lower post, the spot where he 
with three others, struck geod pay dirt 
in the early days. 

In ’73 he, with J. Hanson, a aman 
named McSherry and another called 
‘ Pbter,” went in by way of the 
Stikine river and Dease lake and river, 
with boats. They went as far as it 
was possible to navigate and then left 
their boats, packing their grubstakes 
on their backs to the Liard. They had 
to make two trips and when they at 
last had their cutfit on the Liard, had 
only sufficient food supplies to last 
them less than a week, They went 
to work washing for gold on the high 
banks, and, though the gold was coarse, 
the distance which they had to bring 
the dirt to the water, made the work 
slow and the pay correspondingly small. 
The following year, ’74, they went in 
again over the same trail and succeeded 
in getting in eighteen days supply of 
provisions. This time they washed-the 
bars for fine gold which they found in 
paying quantities, or as Mr. Larson 
says: ‘We found we could make it 
pay away up. I could tell you just 
what we made, but do not care to as 
others will go in who will not make | 
as ‘uch and, therefore, accuse me of | 
lying.” Both the trips were made on 
the information of McCullough, one of 
the Yukon’s~ pioneeis. The strikes 
were nothing fabulous, but sufficient to 
warrant Mr. Larson in the belief that 
if he can get in with eighteen months 
provisions, he will come out well off. 
The country around the Liard at the 
point where he struck it, is very rocky, 
with heavy timber, no feed for horses, 
but game was fairly plentiful. There 
was every indication of rich quartz 
claims, the rocks being rich in galena, 
silver and lead, 

Mr. Larson is not one of the numer- 
ous ‘‘fakes” who know it all. He has 
no stcck to sell; has no desire to be 
engaged as guide for any party or no 
intention of forming a company, but 
intends to stari at open water by the 
Athabasca-Mackenzie route, with a 
few compan:ons possibly, but if not, 
alone. Tle is bent on going up the 
Liard to his old diggings and while he | 
realizes that to get his outfit over Hell 
Gate may eritail great labor, he is con- 
fident that it is the only possible way 
of getting an outfit of supplies into the 
Upper Liard, under present conditions.

LAND SALES. 


While the settlement of our vacant 
lands is net progressing as fast as we 
would wish, it is nevertheless quite 
apparent that the sales of farm lands 
has been steadily and rapidly increas- 
ing during the past few years. The 
reports of all the large land companies 
show this. The land sales of the 
Canadian Pacific railway company 
show a large increase the last couple 
of years, and the present year bids 
fair to show a far greate: expansion 
of land business than during the 
previous years. The report of the 
Northwest land company, recently 
published, may be taken as an indica- 
tion of what has been going on in the 
land business. The company’s sales 
for the last four years compare as 
follows: 


Year. acres sold. Avg. price. 

1894, 3,305,00 $5.00 per acre. 
1895, 8,034,00 5.26 per acre. 
1896, 20,427.00 5.69 per acre. 
1897, 38,924.07 5.40 per acre. 


This and other reports indicate that 
our vacant lands are being taken up 
more rapidly than many have imagin- 
ed. Our country is of such vast ex- 
tent and the quantity of land avail- 
able so great, that afew thousand 
new settlers each year are hardly 
noticed. In many of the older settle- 
ments, however, good farms are now 
hard to pick up, except at a price 
which would tempt some of the older 
farmers to sell out, with the hope of 
picking up a new farm in another 
locality, at a lower price. Of course 
there will be abundance of land in 
new districts for many years to come, 
but the present seems to be about as 
favorable a time as we are likely to 
have, for obtaining land in districts 
now partially settled and possessing 
good markets and otker conveniences. 
—Commercial.
